I  regret  that  owing  to  the  polioimyelitis  vaccination  drive  during  the 
current  year,  it  has  not  been  possible  for  me  to  present  this  report  to  you 
at  an  earlier  date  in  accordance  with  ray  usual  custom. 

The  report  is  pr^ared  and  will  be  circulated  in  accordance  with  the 
requnr^ements  of  the  Sanitaury  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations  1935 


and  1951* 


The  r^ort  shows  that  the  health  of  the  District  has  remained 
satisfactory  during  the  year  and  that  there  has  been  no  undue  incidence 
of  infectious  disease,  although  measles  and  whopping  cough  were  prevalent, 
whooping  cough  during  the  first  quarter  and  measles  during  the  second  and 
third  quarteisof  the  year. 

Vital  statistics  eonpare  favourably  with  the  Country  as  a  ^diole,  but 
it  is  to  be  observed  that  there  were  sixteen  fewer  births  than  during  the 
preceeding  year  reflected  in  a  birth  rate  of  13*8  coirpared  with  that  for 
Eiigland  and  Wales  of  l6oio 

Althox^gh  difficulties  face  yoiir  Council  in  providing  Covdcil  house 
accommodation  at  a  reasonable  cost,  the  provision  cf  fiirther  accommodation 
8\ii table  for  old  people  requdres  the  most  careful  ccnsiderationo  The 
need  for  this  type  of  accomnodation  is  never  reflected  in  the  waiting  list. 
Old  people  require  to  be  coaxed  (not  forced)  to  accept  accommodation 
suitable  to  their  pi^sical  capacity.  The  provision  and  acceptance  of 
such  accommodation,  proves  ultimately  to  be  of  ecoricmdc  advantage  and  a 
blessing  to  old  people, 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr,  J,  Fanncaa,  your  Public  Health  Inspector,  for 
his  cO“pperaticm  and  assistance  in  preparing  this  report,  and  to  my  clerk,

B,  Nature  of  the  District 


The  district  is  rural  in  character,  its  main  industry  being  agriculture. 
A  large  number  of  outworkers  carry  on  glove  making  in  their  homes  for 
factories  situated  outside  the  district. 


C.  Personal  Health  Services  in  the  District. 

The  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  of  all  children  in  the  district 
registered  for  treatment  before  March,  1955  was  conpleted  dxiring  the  year. 

The  Personal  Health  Services,  including  the  ambulance  service,  continued 
to  be  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

With  the  increasing  demand  frcaa  old  people  for  home  help  assistance  it 
is  again  to  be  regretted  tint  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  develop  this 
service  fxally  locally,  in  so  far  as  it  has  not  been  possible  to  find  locally 
anyone  pr^ared  to  acc^t  the  duty  of  Local  Voluntary  Si5)ervisor  in  the 
Scheme,  It  would  appear  that  so  long  as  the  full  development  of  the 
Service,  locally,  d^ends  on  voliaitary  effort  the  maximum  benefits  of  the 
scheme  (which  are  appreciable)  will  not  be  enjoyed  in  the  District. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  incrreasing  demand  on  Health 
Visitors  time  made  by  the  increasing  attention  which  they  have  now  to  give 
to  old  people,  has  been  met  by  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Health 
Visitor  in  the  North  Dorset  Area  with  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the  case 
load  of  each  Health  Visitor. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Services  have  proved  in  all  rejects 
most  helpful  and  satisfactory.

The  Public  Health  Inspector  also  carries  out  the  duties  of  Meat 
Inspector, 

Clerical  Staff  =»  one  clerk  (part  time) 

The  trend  noted  in  the  previous  year's  rQjort  has  continued  in  1957 
and  once  again  a  large  proportion  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  time  has 
been  taken  vp  with  sewerage  and  sewage  di^osal  and  in  the  refuse  disposal 
service.  It  is  not  suggested  that  this  proportion  is  londvily  high  bearing 
in  mind  the  inportance  of  these  services  and  the  scattered  nature  of  the 
district.  But  with,  however,  the  existing  establishment  of  one  officer  in 
what  is  virtually  a  dual  appointment,  every  detail,  howev«°  routine,  has  to 
be  dealt  with  by  him. 

To  this  extent  the  value  to  the  Council  of  a  trained  and  qualified 
technical  officer  is  being  e3p  ended  uneconomically  and  it  is  again 
sioggested  that  ccnsideraticn  be  given  to  the  appointment,  preferably  of  a 
qualified  assistant,  or,  failing  that,  a  male  junior  -vrtio,  whilst  being 
trained  towards  a  public  health  qualification  would  be  invaluable  for 
routine  duties  and  to  assist  in  the  maintenance  of  records  and  the  office 
paper  work.  At  the  present  time  this  latter  is  undertaken  by  one  clerk 
who  also  acts  for  the  Water  D^artment  -v^here  again  the  volume  of  clerical 
work  continues  to  increase.

DRAINAGE  AND  SE\VERAGE 

Trento  Permission  was  received  in  October  to  carry  out  the  conplete 
scheme  of  sewerage  in  Trent  concurraitly  with  the  laying  of  the  water  main. 
The  contract  was  let  in  December  and  work  coninenced  at  the  end  of  the  year, 

Alweston,  A  survey''  was  made  of  those  properties  in  Alweston  which  are 
not  yet  sewered,  in  pr^aration  for  the  conpletion  of  this  village  schemeo 

By  reason  of  Ihe  r  estriction  on  capital  e35>enditure,  no  progress  was 
made  towards  the  conpletion  of  the  village  schemes  at  Thomford,  Alweston, 
or  Bradford  Abbas  and  it  is  disappointing  to  report  that  this  lack  of  an 
essential  service  renains  the  outstanding  obstacle  to  inprovement  of  housing 
conditions  in  the  district* 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


House  Refuse*  (i)  CoHection*  The  monthly  collection  of  domestic 
refuse  has  been  maintained*  The  condition  that  householders  must  bring 
their  bins  to  the  kerb-side  for  collection  continues  to  be  the  main  source 
of  conplaint,  ExcQjtion  is  made  in  the  case  of  cripples,  aged  people  and 
women  living  alone,  but  each  month  brings  its  crop  of  conplaints  from  people 
who  have  forgotten  or  been  too  late  in  putting  out  the  bin*  In  many 

instances  the  complainants  say  that  the  refuse  collection  is  the  only  visible 
’service*  they  receive  for  their  rates  and  plead  for  it  to  be  inp roved  to  the 

extent  of  collecting  ^le  bins  from  the  houses*

There  has  been  some  inprovement  in  the  types  of  containers  used  for 
storing  refuse  and  the  Coiaicil  resolved,  vhen  considering  last  year’s  report 
on  this  subject,  that  where  necessary  notices  should  be  served  requiring  the 
occupiers  of  pr  anises  to  provide  proper  dustbinso. 

Tips.  The  search  for  a  new  site  for  a  refuse 
dunp  has  continued  throughout  the  year  and  various  suitable  sites  have  been 
consideredo  In  every  case  strenuous  objections  were  raised  by  the  owners 
and  local  residents,  and  in  one  case  ■=  Marl  Lane,  Over  Coup  ton  =  planning 
permission  was  refused* 

Planning  permission  was  obtained  in  respect  of  Trent  Barrow*  This 
natur€tl  depression,  covering  almost  5  acres,  with  an  average  depth  of 
twenty  five  to  thiirty  feet  would  solve  the  Coiancil's  tipping  problems 
for  very  many  years*  Here  again,  however,  there  is  strong  iocal  objection 
and  the  owners  have  stated  categorically  that  they  will  not  ^ell  freely* 
Negotiations  were  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year* 

(iii)  Vehicles.  A  new  diesel  engined  collection  vehicle 
came  into  service  on  J^uary  1st  and  has  shown  a  marked  saving  in  fuel  costs. 

Salvage.  The  sale  of  salvage  again  showed  an  inprovement  on  the 
previous  year  -  £169,  5s.  11d.  as  against  £110*  Is.  2fd.  in  1956. 

The  Council  decided  to  pay  the  collecting  staff  a  bonus  on  salvage  sold 
and  this  encouragement  has  no  doubt  contributed  to  the  increased  segregation 
and  sale  of  scrap  materials. 

Cesspool  Snptying*  The  contract  for  this  work  at  the  Comcil’s  housing  sites 
has  been  continued  and  it  is  operating  satisfactorily.  Disposal  of  the  sludge 
ccntinxwES  to  be  a  difficulty* 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS  POLLUTION.

District  Council  ®s  sewage  works  at  Sherbome*

School  was  conpleted  d\rring  the  year  and  a  new  sanitary  block  was  provided  at 
Breuiford  Abbas  School, 

Two  Schools  in  the  district  (Sether  Conpton  and  Holwell)  are  still 
equipped  with  vault  closets  which  are  very  unhygienic.  Efforts  are  being 
made  to  inprove  the  conditions,  but  as  these  are  both  volmtary  aided  Schools 
fiidministered  by  Boards  of  Managers,  the  question  of  finance  is  a  serious 
obstacle.  Nevertheless,  such  type  of  sanitation  is  a  very  real  risk  to  the 
health  of  children  attending  the  Schools,  particrularly  yAiea.  Poliomyelitis  is 
epedenic.

Sim  Clearance. 

A  limited  amount  of  progress  was  made  in  connection  with  your  Slum 
Clearance  proposals  in  so  far  as  six  unfit  dwellings  were  represented 
to  you  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  193^.  In  four  of  these  cases, 
undertakings  that  the  dwellings  -vdll  he  reconditioned  were  accepted.  In 
a  rural  area  it  is  much  more  preferable  that  ®imfit®  dwellings  should  be 
made  fit  and  improved  than  that  they  should  be  demolished  and  be  repHaced 
by  new  houses.  This^  however,  can  only  be  so  if  the  dwellings  nade  fit 
are,  at  the  same  time,  provided  with  the  sanitary  amenities  now  accepted 
as  necessary  for  the  proper  enjoyment  of  life. 

Overcrowding. 


No  cases  of  statutory  overcrowding  were  found  during  the  year. 

Houses  Kiown  to  be  Let  in  Lodgings. 

No  houses  are  known  to  be  let  in  lodgings. 

Improvement  Grants  (Housing  Act.  1949  and  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act.  1954) . 

Twenty“Six  applications  (conpared  with  22  in  1936)  were  recived  during  the 
year  for  grants  under  the  above«-mentioned  Act  and  twenty-three  were  granted. 

Provision  of  New  Houses  and  Rehousing. 

Thirteen  new  houses  were  provided  in  the  district  during  the  year  by  private 
enterpidse  and  no  new  dwellings  were  provided  by  the  Local  Authority.  The 
nimiber  of  Council  houses  in  the  district  totails  358.  Nineteen  families  were 
housed  by  the  Council  during  the  year. 

Eighty-four  applicants  are  at  present  awaiting  accommodation  in  the  Sherborne 
Rural  District  and,  in  addition,  housing  accommodation  will  be  required  to 
re-house  (within  the  next  four  years)  a  proportion  of  the  occxpants  in  unfit 
properties  which  will  have  to  be  demolished.  The  Council  wi.ll,  therefore, 
need  to  continue  provision  of  Council  houses  if  the  needs  of  these  applicants 
are  to  be  met.  The  need  for  suitable  accommodation  for  the  elderly  is  the 
principal  requirement. 


Housing  Act,  1957 


This  Act  came  into  operation  during  the  year,  consolidating  the  housing 
acts  genera Uyc  It  made  little  change  to  the  existing  law  as  to  housing 
and  I  regret  liiat  the  opportunity  was  not  taJcen  to  amend  the  existing 
definition  of  ’unfitness®  when  applied  to  a  dwelling  house*  Until  there  is 
a  clear  definition  (having  only  one  interpretation)  as  to  when  a  house  is 
’fit®  or  ’laifit®  for  human  habitation  the  administration  of  the  sections 
of  the  Act  deaG-ing  with  housing  defects  will  continue  to  cause  the  administrative 
and  practical  difficulties  referred  to  previoiisly*
